Wants to Get His Mill Back From the 
Board Combination. 





He Brings Suit Against the United Box Board and Paper 
Company—Many Serious Allegations in a Long Com- 
plaint—President Roberts Says That It Is Only 

Another Phase of Oswego Falls Suit. ~ 


Trenton, N. J., July 28, 1903.—Papers were served on 
and action was begun against the defendant yesterday in 
the suit of John A. Shutts; stockholder, against the United 
Box Board and Paper Company and other defendants. 
This is the second suit brought against the company, pa- 
pers in the first action, in New York State, wherein the 
Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company. was the plaintiff, 
having been served several weeks ago. The first suit was 
begun to set aside a conveyance of real estate alleged to 
have been brought about by misrepresentation, whereas 
the present plaintiff seeks to hold the company, Richard 
Clowry, the Morton Trust Company, Henry B. Dean, 
James A. Roberts and other defendants jointly and sever 
ally liable for the alleged conversion of $2,450,000 alleged 
to have been fraudulently withdrawn from the company. 

The United Box Board and Paper Company and the 
other defendants have also been enjoined from disposing 
of nearly $2,000,000 of the company’s bonds, besides cer- 
tain stock alleged to have been received by the defendants 
from the company in exchange for notes signed by the 
company’s dummy board of directors 

The bill and affidavit in the present action cover thirty 
nine closely printed pages. The plaintiff previous to July 
25, 1902, manufactured box board and paper at Penn Yan, 
Yates County, N. Y., and on that date exchanged his 
property for shares in the box board trust. He recites 
in his bill a long list of allegations similar in many re- 
spects to those set forth in the complaint in the first suit 
against the company, reported in Tue Paper TRADE 
JOURNAL several weeks ago, but lays stress on the allega- 
tion of fraud in the alleged diversion of the trust’s capital 
into the pockets of directors and promoters. He alleges 
that the promoters for the purpose of defrauding him and 
other stockholders secretly agreed to effect contracts sep- 
arate and distinct from the general consolidating agree- 
ment; that thereafter they caused the dummy directors to 
bind the company to assume $2,527,943.85 of these secret 
contracts made by Dean & Shibley, to issue its notes 
therefor, and to vote away $368,000.of-the company’s al 
leged funds to the promoters. 
that the defendants, in order to cheat and defraud the 
plaintiff and other stockholders, voted a bond issue of 
$3,500,000; that such bonds were issued, secured by a deed 


The bill further alleges 


ol trust to the Morton Trust Company of all its rea 
property; that the defendant company gave $1,800,000 of 
these bonds to the promoters, in addition to a bonus of 
25 per cent. in preferred and 75 per cent. in common 
stock, in exchange for the notes they held. The com 
plaint charges that the value of the property covered by 
the mortgage is many times greater than the amount of 
the mortgage, and that the directors, in exchanging the 
mortgage bonds at 90 and giving the stock bonus in ex 
change for the notes, “fraudulently and without authority 
gave to said stockholders said property without any con 
sideration whatever, to the extent of 10 per cent. of said 
bonds and said bonus of 25 per cent. of preferred and 75 


per cent. of common stock, and thereby withdrew from 
the capital of the corporation without any consideration 


and gave to said stockholders a portion of the assets of 
said corporation.” 

President Roberts, of the United Box Board and Paper 
Company, when asked if he had anything to say as to 
the Shutts suit, said: 

“It is only another phase of the Weeks-Paddock or 
Oswego Falls suit. They have induced Shutts to bring 
this action in order that there should be two courts pass- 
ing on the same question at the same time. The Shutts 
plant should never have been taken in by the United 
Box Board and Paper Company anyway. It has lost us 
money ever since we took it in.” 


LAKE SUPERIOR CRISIS. 


Consolidated Company May Be Forced Into Receivership 
Uniess Proposed $12,500,000 Loan 
Is Taken,

PHILADELPHIA, July 27, 1903.—The Consolidated Lak« 
Superior Company may go into a receiver's hands. An 
appeal signed by President Shields reached the stockhold 
ers today, and in concise, emphatic language it announces 
that unless the proposed $12,500,000 bond issue is taken thx 
whole property must pass into the hands of the creditors 

The creditors are banks in New York and Philadelphia, 
headed by Speyer & Co., of the former city, who ho!d 
every available collateral security of the company for three 
loans amounting to $5,250,000. In financial circles it is 
thought that the bond issue will fail. ‘ 

The company is in a critical condition, and President 
Shields does not mince words in telling the stockholders 
the exact condition of affairs. Should it come to pass that 
the company must go under it will be found that inter 
ests closely affiliated with, and in some quarters said to be 
acting for, the Pennsylvania Railroad will come into pos 
session of the vast property lying in the Province of On 
tario, representing a cash outlay of about $30,000,000 

In his appeal President Shields says: 

“Nothing is risked in subscribing for the bonds and 
making payments therefor, as the money will not be used 
until the success of the bond issue is assured, and in event 
of failure to carry out this plan all payments will be re 
turned to subscribers. 

“Unless the stockholders respond quickly to the offer of 
the bonds nothing can be done to save the property from 
dissolution. Whatever you intend to do let it be done 
now. Every dav of delay means loss to the company, as 
the blast furnaces and steel mill are standing idle, waiting 
for funds for the purchase of material and payment of 
wages.”

BOTH SATISFIED. 


Decision of Judge Lacombe a Victory 
for Two Litigants. 


Case of the National News Board Company Versus the Haver- 
hill Box Board Company—Judge Does Not Grant In- 
junction -Orders Defendant to Give Bonds for 
License Fees, Should Complainant Win.

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SEASONABLE BUSINESS. 


AS a Rule Jobbers Are Having a Regular Business for 
This Season—Shortage of Supplies in . 
Some Quarters- 








This is the height or depth of the dull season in the 
New York paper market. There is therefore but little 
new business being done these days. Prices are fairly 
firm, however, despite the light demand. In writing papers 
the market continues disturbed because of the strike in 
the Holyoke mills. Stocks in the dealers’ hands are get- 
ting lower and on a number of grades the supply is ex- 
hausted. Asa natural result the consumers who have been 
using these grades are obliged to go off onto something 
like their old favorites. To satisfy such customers is the 
aim of the dealers in writings. This, however, is not an 
easy job from all accounts, as purchasers in most instances 
do not like to substitute. Besides the annoyance caused by 
this necessary substitution the writing men are continuing 
to have trouble in placing hurry orders with the outside 
mills at the regular market rates. In addition to these trou- 
bles the writing dealers are disturbed because they can give 
their trade no assurance that there will be paper to be had 
when they need it. Prices on writings have not changed. 
As far as the other grades of paper are concerned it can- 
not be said that there is any feature of unusual interest 
connected with them. With the jobbers news, book and 
manilas are dull, and with the mill agents the report is that 
new business is of but small volume. But, although there 
is little doing, there is no weakness to speak of in the 
quotations.’ All sellers of paper realize that cutting prices 
would not bring them any more business at this time. It 
is a fact, too, that with the possible exception of some of 
the smaller manila mills the mills of the country have some 
business ahead. The news mills are all very busy and the 
quotations on news is quite firmly held. Book papers are 
just steady. Most of the leading millls report a good 
volume of business for this season of the year. A few 
of them say that trade is quiet, but that as there is a fair 
amount of business on the books they are not worrying. 
Manilas, except the cheaper grades, are also steady, but 
not firm. Prices on them are unaltered. The volume of 
business going to the smaller manila mills is not wholly 
satisfactory to the manufacturers. The quotations on ma- 
nilas are nominally the same. The board market is now 
rather quiet. Nearly all the board mills are busy.

“It is only natural,” 
said the representative of a leading jobbing house, “that the 
paper business should jog along during the next few 
weeks in a quiet way and at a moderate pace, since there 
will be no special activity in any line of business until after 
the close of the summer vacation season.”

Eastern Strikes Affecting Wisconsin Market. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., July 27, 1903.—Manufacturers of the 
higher grades of paper in this valley say that they are be- 
ginning to notice the effect of the strikes in the East, 
which have restricted the product of the Eastern mills. 
They are having frequent inquiries respecting lines of 
paper which they have not been accustomed to make, 
which have been made heretofore by Eastern mills that 
are now unable to supply their trade. The general dis- 
position of the Wisconsin manufacturers, which may have 
special exceptions, is not to take on anything new, but to 
confine themselves to the grades they have been accus- 
tomed to make. The Western mills making the finer 
grades have all they can do to supply their regular trade, 
and all of them are from three to four weeks behind their 
orders. 

A change for the better was noticed last week in the 
book business, and manufacturers of book say prices are 
maintained. The advance in price is being firmly held and 
is having a stimulating effect upon the demand. Some 
very large orders have been placed during the last week. 
Large consumers and jobbers have been averse to purchas-

Scandinavian Paper in the British Market. 


In the supply of cheap papers, the competition of Nor- 
way and Sweden in the British market is extremely keen, 
and during the last five years, as the comparative 
values show, Scandinavian paper mills have inereased their 
trade with this country enormously, says the World’s Paper 
Trade Review. The total value of the imports of paper into 
Great Britain last year from all countries amounted to 
£4,537,674, and of this sum over 2914 per cent. represented 
the receipts from Norway and Sweden. From the follow- 
ing statistics it will be seen that Sweden now ships more 
paper to British ports than Norway; in fact, Sweden holds 
the first place among foreign countries competing in this 
market.

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THE HOLYOKE STRIKE. 


None of the Affected Mills Are Run- 
ning Yet. 


Striking Firemen Discharged by American Writing Paper 
Company—Eagle Lodge Asks Board of Arbitratien to In- 
terfere—Bricklayers’ Union Declined to Strike and 
Was Expelled from Central Labor Union. 


Tue Parer Trape Journat, 
Hotyoxe, Mass., July 28, 1903. 


Eagle Lodge of Papers Makers, after a lengthy and at 
times heated discussion, last night, at a meeting which 
lasted well into the night, voted by a substantial majority 
to refer the strike to the grievance committee, and gave 
to the committee full power to act in the premises. The 
vote is supposed to carry with it the power to continue 
the strike or to declare it off. The position taken by 
the lodge is looked upon as meaning a speedy ending of 
the strike, and citizens in general look to see the mills 
resume operations after the shutdown which ends Au- 
gust 6. 

The Parsons Paper Company has started its manu- 
facturing department, and it is expected that the mill will 
be running as usual in a short time. The mill is being 
run by the firemen who took the places of the old fire- 
men who went out on strike a short time ago. The old 
men haye been paid off, and up to the present time have 
not asked to have their jobs back again. The company 
claims to be satisfied with the progress it is making in 
starting the mill. 

Mr. Berry, of the State Board of Arbitration, has re- 
turned to Boston and will lay the result of his investi- 
gations before the full board. No attempt was made to 
see the manufacturers in regard to the trouble, and it is 
not known what stand they will take when the matter 
reaches them. 

It is claimed that a number of the mills have sufficient 
help to enable them to start their manufacturing depart- 
ments at once, but the mills have been closed so long 
that it was decided not to open them up before the shut- 
down. Manufacturers are extremely réticent concerning 
the situation today, and refuse to discuss the outlook at 
any length. 

Unofficial outside sources state that, while the mills 
will not listen to the question of arbitration while the 
strike is on, that as soon as the men have returned to 
work a few additional concessions might be made by 
the companies. Information somewhat official is at hand 
to the effect that the striking firemen must each and all 
hunt other jobs, as they had no complaint of their own 
to make and went out simply to tie up the mills. It is 
also stated that all of the firemen, except those at the 
Linden Division, will be taken-back. The American 
Writing Paper Company will not discuss the situation.

Western Massachusetts Office 


Active Week at Holyoke, 


Western Massachusetts Office 
Tue Parer Trape Journat, 
Hotyoxe, Mass., July 27, 1903. 


The past week has been an exceedingly active one in the 
paper mill strike in Holyoke, so far as Eagle Lodge and 
the Firemen’s Union are concerned. 

The paper mills are all closed down at the present time, 
and just how soon operations will be commenced cannot 
be ascertained, a statement being made that some of the 
mills are likely to start up at anytime, with as many of 
the old help as can be obtained and the extra number of 
men who have been brought in from outside the city. 

Members of the Firemen’s Union, which by quitting 
work at the Linden mill necessitated shutting down that 
division, have not returned to work. The American Writ- 
ing Paper Company has notified these men, not only at 
the Linden Division, but at all the other divisions where 
they have gone out, to call at the offices and receive their 
pay; also to remove forthwith any belongings which they 
might have at the various mills. This is a contplete dis- 
charge for these firemen, but whether the company will 
take them back cannot be stated. 

Present indications are that the American Writing Paper 
Company and also the other companies affected by the 
strike will fill these places as soon as possible with licensed 
firemen, It is not expected that they will be able to obtain 
union licensed firemen to start up operations of the steam 
plants. 

An official of a prominent company stated that if the 
companies did what they ought to do they would withdraw 
all of the offers of advancement in wages which have been 
given, and if the men desired to return to work allow 
them to do so at the old schedule. Possibly this may be 


discussed at a meeting of the executive committee of the 
American Writing Paper Company this week, but up to 


the present time the schedule of increases, as offered, 
stands. 

The strike has affected somewhat seriously the local pa- 
per consumers, in that paper which they have generally 
bought in Holyoke previously has had to be bought in 
Boston and other centres, at an increased rate. 

Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers the last of the week in- 
vited the State Board of Arbitration to come to Holyoke 
and take hold of the matter, and Mr. Barry, of the board, 
arrived in Holyoke Saturday night, and held an informal 


discussion with Eagle Lodge, and promised to meet it this - 


evening. As the citizens’ committee had suggested, so did 
Mr. Barry suggest that the members of Eagle Lodge return 
to work and see if some arbitration could not be fixed up 
between the paper companies and the strikers. This was 
not looked upon with favor by the strikers, owing to the 
fact that the paper companies had refused to allow the 
matter to be given over to arbitration, stating that there 
was nothing to arbitrate, and Eagle Lodge was of the 
opinion that if it returned to work before something 
definite was fixed up it would lose what rights it had. 

The Bricklayers’ Union, which absolutely refused to 
heed either the mandates of the walking delegate or the 
requests of the Central Labor Union to quit work in the 
mills where the strike is on, was yesterday expelled from 
the Central Labor Union, which has the effect of leaving 
all their members in the position of non-union men. Busi- 
ness Agent Dowd, of the Central body, who comes from 
the Bricklayers’ Union, was not expelled, but was con- 
tinued in the office of business agent, and for the present 
will act as secretary of the Central Labor Union. The 
members of the Central Labor body are somewhat in doubt 
as to whether Mr. Dowd can serve as secretary of the 
Central body, owing to the fact that his union has been 
expelled and has no delegates, but until the matter can be 
definitely settled he will act as secretary. 

It seems to be a question also whether a man must be 
a member of a union affiliated with the Central body to be 
the business agent. This question will also be looked up. 

The matter of the Watchmen’s Union, which refused to 
strike, was also discussed, but not definite action taken. 

The millwrights are standing firm, and unless some- 
thing breaks loose within a short time other men will 
have to be obtained to do the work in the mills formerly 
done by these men. 

It has been stated that some of the mills which were 
allowed to run in Holyoke were filling orders for the 
mills affected by the strike, but the mills, of course, will 
not confirm this, and Vice President McCarthy, who is 
in charge of the affairs of Eagle Lodge, is not able to 
verify it. Should such a happening occur, an attempt will 
be made by the lodge to call out the men employed in the 
mills, and this failing, the firemen would be called out, 


which would shut down the mills. Ferry.

Many Straw Board Plants Assured of Early Deliveries— 
Farmers Able to Command Good Prices—Quantity 
and Quality Up to the Standard.

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WHITE MOUNTAIN MATTERS. 


It Is Alleged That the North American Trust Company Is 
Not a Proper Custodian of the Securities— 
Present Condition of Affairs. 





This week the fresh complications in the affairs of the 
White Mountain Paper Company consist, first, of the filing 
of a petition for the removal of the North American Trust 
Company as trustee of the bonds of the company, and sec- 
ond, the granting of the petition of the minority bondhold; 
ers in which they asked to be allowed to become parties to 
the foreclosure proceedings taken by the North American 
Trust Company. Permission to intervene in the foreclos- 
ure suit was granted on Wednesday of last week. On the 
same day the new petition asking for the removal of the 
trustee of the bonds was filed. These, and in fact all the 
legal actions of any importance affecting the company, are 
before the United States District Court, sitting at Ports- 
mouth, N. H. 

The petition for the removal of the trustee of the bonds 
was made up of extracts from the petition of intervention, 
a summary of which was printed in THe Paper Trave 
Journav of last week. The allegations made in it are in 
substance that the North American Trust Company is not 
a proper custodian of the bonds because of the very close 
and questionable relations of its president, Oakleigh 
Thorne, with Charles E. Locke, the chief promoter of the 
White Mountain Paper Company. The main points 
brought out in the petition are that the trust company 
never gave values for the bonds it holds, that its title to 
‘about $8,000,000 worth of the securities was obtained by 
means of an alleged illegal private sale to satisfy a per- 
sonal debt of Locke’s to the trust company, amounting to 
$600,000. The petitioners aver that there had been no de- 
fault in the payment of interest on which foreclosure pro- 
ceedings could be had and that the foreclosure suit was 
started as a means of coercing the minority bondholders ; 
that Oakleigh Thorne controls both the complainant and 
the defense, and that no defense will be made to the fore- 
closure proceedings on the part of the White Mountain 
Paper Company. The petitioners lay stress on the alleged 
fact that Oakleigh Thorne, the president of the North 
American Trust Company, the trustee of the bonds, is a 
member of the reorganization committee of the White 


Mountain Paper Company and is vitally interested in the 
success of the plan of reorganization, by means of which, 
it is alleged, Oakleigh Thorne is endeavoring “by persua- 
sion, threats and other influences” to induce the petitioners 
to surrender first mortgage liens and accept second mort- 
gage bonds of an issue of $10,000,000, and to place the 
entire control and management of the enterprise in his 
hands and the hands of his associates, who, while exacting 
absolute power in the management and control of said 
company, as well as in determining the amount and dis- 
position of common stock to be issued by said company, 
at the same time under such reorganization contract relieve 
themselves of all possible responsibility for consequences 
of mismanagement. 

Because of all these things the petitioners claim that the 
North American Trust Company, of New York, is not a 
fit custodian of the bonds of the White Mountain Paper 
Company. ; 

A hearing on this petition will be given by Judge Aldrich 
at Portsmouth on Saturday of this week. The date set 
for the hearing on the bankruptcy petition filed by certain 
creditors against the company is today, Thursday, July 30. 

In regard to the right to intervene given the minority 
bondholders last week, the lawyers say that the permis- 
sion means that these minority bondholders can become 
parties to all the proceedings growing out of the foreclos- 
ure suit, and can also put in a defense for the White Moun- 
tain Paper Company. The judge in granting the petition 
did not take any action on the petitioners’ prayer for the 
removal of the receiver, W. F. Donovan. The recent ap- 
pointment by the court of a co-receiver is supposed to have 
made such a removal unnecessary. 

By way of recapitulation it might be well to state that the 
White Mountain Paper Company now has three receivers, 
that foreclosure and bankruptcy proceedings are pending 
against it, and that there is now before the court a petition 
to have the trustee of the bonds removed. In addition 
to these actions there are a number of smaller suits against 
the company and attachments on its property. The whole 
affair is, therefore, very complicated, and the end is not 
yet. 


Watertown Not Hurt by White Mountain Collapse. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]} 
Watertown, N. Y., July 28, 1903.—Manufacturers in 
this city who had contracts with the White Mountain Pa- 
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per Company to furnish paper and pulp making machinery 
to the value of between $300,000 and $400,000 are now 
congratulating themselves that they are not losers. The 
Bagley & Sewall Company, of this city, had completed or 
nearly so two 162 inch machines for the concern; also a 
quantity of pulp mill machinery. The financial difficulties 
of their customer, it might be inferred, would cause the 
Bagley & Sewall Company some loss, but an officer of that 
concern said yesterday that nothing of the sort would oc- 
cur. Their only loss would be the loss on the business 
they would have had if the White Mountain Company had 
not got into trouble with its stockholders and bondholders. 
The unraveling of the White Mountain Company's af- 
fairs is watched here with much interest, as an effort has 
been made to interest local men in another enterprise in 
another section of the country. The fact is that lack of 
faith on the part of local paper manufacturers in the 
White Mountain scheme put Watertown manufacturers 
on their guard at the outset. B. 








Philadelphia Jobber Cutting Employees’ Wages. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 28, 1903.—Philadelphia trade 
gossip concerned itself during the week with comment 
upon the action of one of the largest local jobbing house 
in announcing to its employees that a cut in their wages 
and salaries would at once be made on a basis ranging 
from 10 to 15 per cent. The firm stated that it took this 
step with regret, but was compelled to do so because ex- 
penses had to be reduced. The cut in salaries, which is 
exciting much speculation, will effect an apparent gross 
saving of $5,000 a year. During the last few months a con- 
siderable amount of money has been withdrawn from this 
firm, and the policy of retrenchment believed to be a con- 
sequence has shown itself in the reduction of office ex- 
penses, rents and now salaries. It is even reported that 
a collector has been dispensed with. E. R. G. 


Lincoln Straw Board Mill Starts. 


Lincotn, Neb., July 25, 1903.—After a shutdown of 
about three months the Lincoln Straw Board and Paper 
Mill Company has again started its mill here, and will 
manufacture “Red Leather” sheathing and straw board.

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BOSTON’S MIDSUMMER OUTING. 


The Paper Trade Association of the Hub Holds Its Annual

Improvements in Western Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., July 27, 1903.—George A. Whiting, of 
Neenah, is making improvements in the properties he con- 
trols at Menasha, Stevens Point and Plover, and has 
others in contemplation. Among these are the following: 


At the mill of the Plover Paper Company the work is 
in progress of constructing an addition to the finishing 
building. This addition will be 48x140 feet on the ground 
and three stories high, and it is understood that the prin- 
cipal reason for building it is to make room for the in- 
stallation of a loft drying apparatus. At this mill also a 
new large stack of calenders is being put in, three new 
sheet cutters, made by the Hamlet Machine Company, are 
being installed, and all the water wheels are being equipped 
with electric governors. During the last few weeks the 
mill has been supplied with an abundance of fine spring 
water, which it is procuring in some cases from springs 
several thousand feet awav. 


At the mill of the Wisconsin River Pulp and Paper 
Company it is purposed to start work in a week or two 
upon a new 20 ton ground wood mill. An addition will 
also be made to the finishing room at this establishment. 

At the mill of the Whiting Paper Company, in Menasha, 
work will be commenced soon upon the building of an ad- 
dition to the finishing room. This will be preliminary to 
a number of improvements at this mill, calculated to bring 
it thoroughly up to date. The general offices of the three 
mills are at Menasha, and here a large addition is now un- 
der construction to the handsome office building.

THE WALL PAPER TRADE. 


The Year Just Closed Was Poor—Most of the Houses Did 
Not Make Any Money—Prospects 
Not Bright. 





The beginning of a new year in the wall paper business 
serves to call attention to the trade situation in that branch 
of the paper industry. The fiscal year in that line ends 
July 1. By this time therefore it is surmised that the wall 
paper manufacturers throughout the country know wheré 
they stand and also know how much money’ they have 
made or lost. On this feature of the situation the impres- 
sion is very strong in the paper industry that not more 
than half a dozen factories have made money the past year. 
The reason for this belief is the fact that so many stainers 
have not paid for the hangings used by them in the last 
twelve months. From this it is argued that a number of 
the concerns in that line are now “barely hanging on by 
their teeth,” as one gentleman in the business expressed it. 
One prominent concern was unable to reach the end of its 
year without being obliged to ask an extension of time 
from its creditors. That others are in even worse condi- 
tion there is no question. But notwithstanding the pre- 
carious situation in which they find themselves, most of 
the wall paper manufacturers are preparing their samples 
for the annual display which takes place about the middle 
of next month at the Gilsey House and the Hotel Victoria 
in New York. 

In speaking of the year’s business just closed a gentle- 
maz connected with the trade said to a representative of 
Tue Paper Trave JourNat this week: “The year has been 
bad, worse, in fact, than the preceding year. The principal 
reason, I think, for the poor business of, the year just 
closed is the fact that in the previous year_the dealers all 
over the country were overstocked with wall paper. As a 
result of the push that the manufacturers made to sell 
goods two years ago the sales for the past year have been 
one-third less than they should be under ordinary circum- 
stances. Besides this shortage in the amount of business done 
the manufacturers have had many other thiags to contend 
with. Their raw stock, for instance, cost them more than 
it did the year before. Their colors and labor have also 
been high. The outlook for the coming year is, in my 
opinion, none too good. In fact, the truth is that a few 
of the old concerns are not going to go on. In other 
words, these factories will stop simply because there is no 
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profit in the business. Those that have made money are 
the ones that make high grade paper. The concerns that 
made “trunk openers” and the cheaper lines have had a 
hard time of it. What will become of them is a grave 
question. 

The price for hangings for the next year has been fixed. 
The figure, however, is a secret as yet. It is said, though, 
the price is a little higher than it was last year. It is also 
said that the manufacturers of hangings are going to live 
up to the rule they made last year that all payments must 
be made within thirty days. So, after everything is taken 
into consideration, the prospect for the coming year in 
the wall paper business is, to say the least, not bright. 


Trouble Over Duty on Mixed Rags. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., July 27, 1903.—The action of the 
Collector of Customs at Niagara Falls, N. Y., in assessing 
duty at 10 cents per pound under paragraph 363 of the 
existing tariff act on an importation described as “cotton 
rags, paper stock,” and returned by the examiner or ap- 
praising officer as “rags over 25 per cent. wool,” has been 
receiving the attention of the Treasury Department. The 
collector at Niagara Falls states that duty was assessed 
on the rags under a decision of the Department of Sep- 
tember 12, 1899, and that, as the shipment “was a mixture 
of woolen and cotton rags, and as more than 25 per cent. 
were woolen, the whole shipment was held to be woolen, as 
has been the practice.” The Auditor for the Treasury De- 
partment states that as nearly 75 per cent. of the merchan- 
dise is other than woolen rags, it is not clear that it- does 
not fall within the provisions of paragraph 648. 

A report has been submitted from the appraiser at the 
Port of Niagara Falls to the effect that he would return 
merchandise of the character referred to as “wool rags,” 
with a notation as to the percentage of woolen and cotton 
rags contained in the shipment, and the collector states 
that if so returned, duty at the rate of 10 cents per pound 
would be levied by him under paragraph 363 on the per 
centum of woolen rags as reported by the appraiser, and 
the residue would be admitted free of duty under para- 
graph 648, for the reason that “it would seem to follow 
that cotton rags in a bale with woolen rags should not be 
assessed with duty if the quantity of the cotton rags could 
be readily ascertained. * * * ” 

The Treasury decision cited by the collector and the 
Treasury decision on the decision of the Board of General 
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Appraisers, to which attention was invited by the appraiser, 
may be eliminated from the discussion as being inapplicable 
to the question under consideration, the board in the first 
case having decided that clippings of woolen cloth, the waste 
resulting from the process of cutting the cloth, were sub- 
ject to duty as woolen rags and not as wool waste under the 
act of July 24, 1897, and that the two cases cited by the 
appraiser have reference to mixtures of cotton and wool 
waste, which were held to be waste composed wholly or in 
part of wool. Woolen rags per se are provided for under 
paragraph 363 at a duty of 10 cents per pound, while rags 
not otherwise specially provided for are free of duty under 
paragraph 648. 

In deciding the question Assistant Secretary Armstrong, 
of the Treasury Department, says: “It appears that where 
free and dutiable merchandise is indiscriminately mixed 
and the respective proportions cannot readily be ‘separated 
or reasonably ascertained by customs officers, the im- 
porter claiming free entry of part of the shipment should 
be required to make the separation, and in the event of 
his failure to do so collectors of customs are justified in 
assessing duty on the entire shipment.” 

The collector at Niagara Falls has been instructed to 
be governed accordingly. A. ¥,..T. 


The Lake Charles Paper Mill. 


New Orveans, La., July 27, 1903.—Robert Thomas, 
promoter of the Lake Charles paper mill, which will 
manufacture news and book paper, returned to the city 
yesterday from Wilmington, Del., where he has been 
selecting machinery for the plant. Mr. Thomas does not 
expect to have the mill in operation before next June. 

“The mill will have a capacity of 10 tons,” said Mr. 
Thomas, “and will comprise the most modern plant in 
the country, as we get the advantage of all modern ap- 
pliances and the very latest patents and processes. We 
will have a full outfit for making news and book paper. 
We will not only use pine, but tupelo gum and other 
woods, as well as bagasse. Bagasse will be used for mak- 
ing parchment paper. The machinery selected for the 
plant will cost about $300,000. The factory is very much 
rushed with orders at this time, and it probably will be 
ten months before our machinery is installed; but when 
we begin operations I am confident we will turn out as 
fine a quality of paper as is made in this country. Europe 
is buying heavily of this machinery, and that is why the 
shops are overrun with orders at this time.”

White Mountain Matters. 


The White Mountain Paper Company is making prog- 
ress. That is to say, having built an office and presumably 
filled its quota of receivers, it is now a party to a suit 
that has been started to remove the trustee of the bonds. 
The petition in which such removal is asked for recites 
most of the allegations set forth in the bondholders’ peti- 
tion, a synopsis of which was printed in THe PAPER 
TRADE JouRNAL last week. The whole situation is now 
so complicated that only a lawyer can make any sort of 
a proper guess as to what the outcome will be. It re- 
mains for the courts to straighten out the tangle. 

In the meantime the trade is confident that the com- 
pany as a paper making proposition is not to be reckoned 
with. It will not start the machines that are yet to be built 
on its orders, and it will not have to test the cost of 
production set forth in its prospectus by putting paper 
on the market, and placing the results before its board of 
directors and its stockholders. 

The White Mountain Paper Company never did pro- 
duce paper except the kind that is now below par, and 
that is “fit only for paper stock,” and it never will. It 
has joined the long list of concerns that have died so 
early in life that people have wondered why they were 
ever created 


News Board Suits. 


It is rare that the decision of a court leads all parties 
to the suit in question to rejoice, but the decision of Judge 
Lacombe, in the matter of the National News Board 
Company vs. the Haverhill Box Board Company, is one 
of the exceptions. Both the complainant and the de- 


fendant are joyful over the result. The defendant claims 


a victory, because, according to its view, Judge Lacombe 


denied the petition of the complainant for an injunction. 
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The complainant, on the other hand, is gleeful because, 
from its point of view, the judge, while not denying the 
injunction, made the defendant give bonds to pay any 
damages for infringement, should such infringement be 
proven on the trial of the main suit. The decision, there- 
fore, should be eminently satisfactory, unless one of the 
parties to the contention misinterprets the court’s action. 

The court orders that in default of defendant giving the 
required bonds, and also filing with the court each month 
a sworn statement showing the sales of alleged infringing 
board during the previous month, a preliminary injunc- 
tion shall issue. 

Upon defendant complying with these conditions the 
case reverts to the issue of infringement. This, of course, 
will test the main question up to date. The owners of the 
McEwan patent have been successful in defending this 
patent, but in the present case, as in some other untried 
ones, it is said that some new evidence will be introduced

When the 
spring freshets arise and the great cottonwoods come 
sweeping down the Missouri River, Bill stands in his 
office, lassoes the trees, hauls them up on the bank, 
grinds them into pulp and prints them into newspapers 
for the education of the multitude. He is the most in- 
dependent and self reliant newspaper lobster in the 
United States if not in the world.” Bill, that’s what you 
get for entering the paper industry. 








J. A. Shutts, of Penn Yan, N. Y., has followed the ex- 
ample set by the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, and has brought suit against the United Box Board 
and Paper Company to compel it to return to him the 
mill that he sold to the combination. President Roberts 
says that the suit is only another phase of the Oswego 
Falls contention, and that besides the Shutts mill never 
should have been taken over, and that it has lost money 
ever since the United owned it. That being the case why 
not return the mill and save money ? 





United States Consul General Listoe writes from Rot- 
terdam as to a new boiler water controller that is giving 
much satisfaction across the water. We print on page

tions. The apparatus indicates the amount of carbonate 
of soda that is to be added to the water in order to 
prevent encrustation.

Joseph Steibel, an employee in the sulphite mill of the

A new record was made last week at the mill of the 
Champion Paper Company, Carthage, N. Y., 85,200 pounds 
of paper being run in twenty-four hours on a 132 inch 
machine. The best day’s run previously recorded at this 
plant was 66,000 pounds in twenty-four hours. 


In common with the conditions at other points in the

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BOILER WATER CONTROLLER. 


A Dutch Apparatus Thai Is Used for Indicating the Proper 
Amount of Carbonate of Soda That Is to Be 
Added to the Water. 





S. Listoe, United States Consul General at Rotterdam, 
sends the following report concerning a new controller of 
boiler water: 

“As several inquiries have of late reached this office 
(Rotterdam) from the United States on the subject of 
machinery to prevent incrustation of boilers, I think that 
a description of a comparatively recently invented ap- 
paratus, which is used largely on Dutch steamers and in 
Dutch factories, where carbonate of soda is added to the 
water to prevent incrustation, will be of interest. 

“My attention was called to the apparatus by Messrs. 
Van der Laan & Co., owners of the American show- 
rooms of this city, who have also provided me with the 
data for the description. The apparatus in question is the 
‘Erfmann boiler water controller.’ 

“As will be seen from the accompanying cuts, the ap- 
paratus consists of two graduated vessels, marked, re- 
spectively, 1 and 2 (Fig. 1, with a pipette or inner tube), 
and a base containing a filter. These are fitted in a case 
(Fig. 2), as shown in the cut. The case also contains 
three drop bottles (two for chemicals and one for boiler 
water), a box of filter papers and a cleaning brush. 

“On opening the case the directions for use are found 
inside of the cover. By following these failure is said to

be impossible. The base of the apparatus slides into two 
dovetail catches and is easily removable. All the other 
with proper receptacles to insure 
safety and to minimize the risk of breakage. 

“Bottle 1 contains a yellow liquid and bottle 2 a colorless 
liquid. The bottles are made in such a way that the flow 
of liquid can be regulated to a nicety by the finger tip on 
the air inlet. , 

“To operate the apparatus one has only to observe the 
directions, as follows: 

“Place a piece of filter paper in the filter (above the 
perforated plate to avoid tearing). Vessel 1 is then placed 
in position, with cock closed, and filled to mark A with 
hot water taken from the boiler. The yellow liquid is then 
added to the height of mark B, and the contents shaken 
to mix them properly. Next, vessel 2 is placed in position, 
with inner tube P inserted, whereupon all cocks are opened. 
The liquid in vessel 1 (which has become thick) passes 
through the filter and rises into vessel 2 in a clear state. 
Only a certain quantity can rise, and, as it would be un- 
satisfactory to leave this to the manipulator, the pipette, 
or inner tube P, is used to obtain the exact quantity. When 
the fluid has reached the maximum level in vessel 2 (that 
is, when it has risen in the pipette P), all the cocks are 
closed and the pipette and its contents removed. The re-

“C. If the level stands at zero, then the water is not 
corrosive or liable to cause incrustation, and the daily ad- 
ditions are correct in quantity. By boiler capacity is un-

derstood the normal quantity of water that is always kept 
in the boiler. 

“How to add the soda.—The first time the boiler water 
is tested or examined it naturally contains a great deal in 
the shape of harmful elements, especially if the boiler has 
been in use for a long period. If when tested the con- 
troller indicates 5 ounces per ton (which means that the 
boiler water is of a bad nature), then, if dealing with a 
boiler which holds 16 tons of water, it is necessary to put 
into the boiler at once 16 times 5 ounces (5 pounds) of 
soda. This will make the water in the boiler harmless. 

“When the boiler is fed continuously it may, upon test- 
ing, be found the following day that need for 4 ounces 
per ton is indicated, which means that since the 5 pounds 
were added such a quantity of impure elements has en- 
tered the boiler that 16 times 4 ounces (4 pounds) of soda 
is required to neutralize them. Then 4 pounds is added at 
once, and as new water is being fed, another 4 pounds 
should be added during the time the boiler is in use that 
day. The latter quantity, however, should be dissolved in 
a tank or bucket to enable the boiler to take it up during 
the working day. If on the third day the controller indi- 
cates zero the adding of 4 pounds of soda per working day 
may be continued, and it will after that be sufficient to 
test the boiler water once or twice a week. 

“As stated before, the quantity of carbonate of soda re- 
quired for one workday is dissolved in a small tank or 
bucket, which can be connected by means of a cock and 
tube to the feed pump suction pipe, as shown at A (Fig. 3), 
regulating it in such a way that it will take up the con- 
tents of the tank gradually during the time the boiler is 
in use each day. When several boilers used for different 
purposes are fed by one pump, then the soda must be added 
direct to each boiler. This may be done by mgans of a 
soda cup, as in B. The soda cup may, however, be placed 
right on the boiler C. 

“How to blow off effectively—The soda ash having 
caused the impurities to sink to the bottom of the boiler 
in the form of a soft mud, this may. be removed by occa- 
sionally blowing off. This should be done when the boiler 
is not in use—for instance, in the morning before firing up, 
and even then with the blow of the cock only just opened. 
It is not necessary to blow off longer than is required to 
lower the water level about 2 inches, and it is useless to 
blow off under high pressure, as the water circulation 
would keep the mud stirring and only a small portion of it 
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would be removed. Seagoing steamers can, therefore, only 
rarely blow off, but, owing to the use of condensers. the 
boilers on such steamers do not require it so frequently. 

“It is claimed that the apparatus is a remarkable labor 
saver, and the fact that the Holland-America Steamship 
Company, of this city, used to employ thirty men to clean 
out the boilers after every home trip of one of their steam- 
ers across the Atlantic, besides laying up their steamers 
once in three years for two months for a thorough clean- 
ing out, while at present, with the aid of the apparatus de- 
scribed, the boilers are cleaned out by means of a hose in 
a couple of hours, seems to warrant the claim.” 


PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Bleached Pulp from Cottonseed Hulls—Paper Bag Ma- 
chine—Folding Box—“ Duplex ’”’ Drawing Paper 
—*Zilk ”’ Toilet Paper. 


William C. Johnson, of Memphis, Tenn., has been 
granted patent No. 733,969 on bleached paper pulp from 
cottonseed hulls. 

“My object,” says the inventor, “is to secure a quality of 
paper pulp or bleached cotton fibre from seed hulls which 
is superior to all other paper pulps now on the market in 
purity, color, length of fibre, and in having properties that 
are peculiar to the cotton fibre alone. For this purpose I 
use the cheap and practically waste product of the cotton- 
seed oil mills known as ‘cottonseed hulls.’ 

“In the manufacture of my improved article I prefera- 
bly use the cottonseed hulls which have been treated by 
my machines and process as described in my patents Nos. 
530,553 and 613,208, which consists of breaking the cot- 
tonseed hulls by attrition, separating out the loosened hull 
particles, and repeating this operation until the hull parti- 
cles are almost entirely removed without loss of fibres and 
without destroying the length and strength of the original 
fibres. All previous attempts to utilize cottonseed hulls 
were unsuccessful, because the only known means of treat- 
ing the hulls was to cut or grind off the fibres, resulting in 
a very limited product of fibres, too much cut up and. too 
short to be commercially valuable. 

“While my improved product can be manufactured most 
economically and with best results by using the cotton hull 
fibré made by my mechanical process described above, still 
it will be understood that it can be made from the cotton 
hull fibres manufactured by other processes. 

“My process of manufacturing my novel product consists 
of treating the cottonseed hulls after as much as possible 
of the hull has been removed by mechanical means with 
chemicals under a very high steam pressure and tempera- 
ture to extract the coloring matter and soften the hull 
particles. I then subject it to a thorough washing with 
hot water without allowing it to cool off and set the color- 
ing matter or chemicals in the fibres. I conduct the wash- 
ing operation and subsequent bleaching in a tub equipped 
with an agitator, preferrjpg,.this-to the, beater engine, which 
would have a tendency to counteract the free, open and 
absorbent qualities of the fibre. I then wash out the re- 
maining traces of hulls, which have been completely dis- 
solved by the bleaching agent, and dry the stock in its 
loose and highly absorbent condition by use of hot air or 
steam heat without allowing the fibres to be beaten or 
compressed in the manner customary in treating and dry- 
ing other pulps until thoroughly dry. 

“My novel product, whether made by the process de- 
scribed or by any other which may be substituted for it, 
is a cotton pulp which is free from every trace of the hull 
of cottonseed, is perfectly white, of long fibres suitable for 
the finest grades of papers, and has the highest possible 
absorbent quality known to cotton fibres. 

“My new product is a distinct improvement over the raw 
and hully fibres produced by my mechanical process from 
cottonseed hulls, not only because it can be used in finer 
grades of papers, but also because it has many new and 
important uses by reason of its chemical purity and its 
great absorbent quality. 

“In my chemical process for treating the cottonseed hulls 
I preferably use hydrate of soda for softening and extract- 
ing the coloring matter of the hull particles. For bleach- 
ing I preferably use a solution of chlorin, but it is under- 
stood that other chemicals may be used for these pur- 
poses.” :

It Has Issued a Notice to Crediters That the Business 
Will Be Liquidated—A Special Report 
Submitted to Stockholders. 


The Acadia Pulp and Paper Mills Company, Limited, of 
Halifax, has issued a notice to the creditors that the busi- 
ness will be liquidated. The company was incorporated in 
1897 with a capital of $650,coo. It then acquired the 
Milton aad the Morgan Falls pulp companies. 

The causes that have led to the liquidation are explained 
in a recent special report submitted to the shareholders on 
the operations of 1902. It is as follows: 

The directors deeply regret to have to report that the 
operations for the year do not show any profit, but have 
resulted in a loss of $8,550.59, as compared with the gross 
profit of $21,611.83 per the previous year. To this loss 
must be added the amounts paid during the year to the 
trustees for the bondholders, rent and salaries at head 
office, bonds paid off and premium thereon, bond and 
other interest, the preferred stock dividend, a few small 
charges, and the sum of $9,681.71, which it has been found 
necessary to write off for loss on pulp wood, amounting 
in all to $30,668.98, making the total at the debit of profit 
and loss account for the year’s operations, after deducting 
the sum of $274.22, the amount brought forward from last 
year, $38,945.35. 

This uniortunate result has been mainly due to the in- 
creased cost of pulp wood, the higher cost of manufactur- 
ing and the lower prices received during 1902. During 
the past few years-the cost of pulp wood has been grad- 
ually advancing. The cost of manufacturing this year has 
also been greater than in previous years, due largely to 
the increased cost of labor. The management also found 
great difficulty in procuring satisfactory labor, owing ap- 
parently to the general increased demand for labor 
throughout the country. Heavy expenditures had also to 
be made in repairing the damage done to the company’s 
dams and property caused by the unprecedented spring 
freshets. These freshets operated in two ways, as not 
only had the damage they caused to be repaired but dur- 
ing their continuance the production of the mills was 
largely reduced, and as the company also had once more 
to contend with summer drought, these combined circum- 
stances all tended to increase the cost of production. The 
lower prices received for the company’s products were 
due to market conditions, and to the fact that during the 
continuance of the freshets above referred to a pulp of a 
poor grade only could be produced, which had to be 
marketed at reduced rates. 

During 1902 the Mersey Hydraulic Company completed 
a dam on the Liverpool River, which it is confidently 
hoped will in the future insure an even flow of water 
throughout the year, thus enabling the mills on this river 
to be operated during the future dry months. Your di- 
rectors fully realize that the situation which has to be 
faced is a very serious one, and have been giving it their 
most careful consideration, with a view of finding a rem- 
edy for the present unfortunate state of affairs. A large 
quantity of pulp wood has always been kept on hand, and 
at this season of the year it has generally been sufficient, 
as it is at present, to run the mills for about twelve to six- 
teen months. With such a large stock of wood on hand 
the mills must be kept running in order to work it up, 
as it would seriously deteriorate in value if allowed to 
stand. It will be unnecessary to order any wood for 
future operations of the company on the Liverpool River 
before September, 1903. 

Your directors, therefore, recommend that the mills be 
vigorously run until September next, and they hope by 
that time that the board will be in a position to decide 
upon the best course to be pursued in the interests of the 
shareholders. In the meantime the very best efforts are 
being made to find a remedy for the present condition of 
affairs, and every possible economy is being practiced. 
It has been arranged that for the present the managing 
director should reside at the mills at Milton, so that a 
closer supervision may be given every detail of the busi- 
ness, and the manager there may have the benefit of his 
advice. All the mills of the company are now in opera- 
tion, and their efficiency has been fully maintained. Of 
the issue of $100,000 of preferred stock, which was pro- 
posed in the last report, $82,500 has been taken up and 
fully paid for. The directors have transferred $17,250 from 
the reserve fund to the credit of the profit and loss ac- 
count, making the balance at the debit of the profit and 
loss account on December 31 last $21,695.35. 

The report, which appears to be a frank, fair statement, 
was signed by Walter C. Jones, and was accompanied by 
the following financial statement for the year ending De-

American Superiority in Industrial Matters. 


Every country, but England particularly, is feeling the 
effects of the immense superiority of America in indus- 
trial matters, and in Europe we are quite busy at pres- 
ent trying to determine the reasons for this state of 
things, says the Centralblatt fiir Papierverarbeitungs-In- 
dustrie und Papier-Handel. The general opinion is that 
the American laborer is superior to his colleague of 
the other countries, but this opinion is entirely errone- 
ous. It is, on the contrary, the mill owner—the im- 
presario—who is superior to his colleague abroad from 
all points of view. 

The tremendous increase of American industry is not 
the result of the qualities of the American workingmen, 
but that of the ability of the industrials and merchants 
in North America and of their aptness in conforming to 
existing conditions. 

Some thirty or forty years ago this position of pre- 
ponderance among the industrial nations was occupied 
by England, which was the soul of business. The sons 
of England have inherited the mills but not the intel- 
lect of their fathers—not their business sense. They have 
become opulent people, content to observe the progress 
of things, and thus avoid any intellectual exertion on 
their own part.

He 
goes straight to the obstacle and twists it or breaks it. 
To the Englishman experience is the principal thing; to 
the American, the spirit of enterprise. 

The latter spends without stint for new machinery in 


the hope that by more rapid work he may attain a more 
intense methed of production and increase the productive 
power of the country, and, what is the principal object, 
that the new machinery will again fill his safes in a short 
time. 

In other countries it is believed that the party who 
can render the service is the one who has been 
thirty years or more in the same house. The American 
considers such people as belonging to the past. 
other consider the 
young man incapable of occupying responsib‘e positions. 
Not so the American. He knows that 
about twenty-five to whom an important 
given—the responsibility whereof is thrust upon him, 
with a emolument—displays at once a 
greater zeal and is in consequence likely to obtain the 
The person occupying 
such a position will endeavor by hard work to become 
worthy of the confidence reposed in him and will use 
his best efforts to become indispensable as far as possible, 
provided he fiuds a good cash return for it. On the 
contrary, a high salary is not always a sufficient incentive 
for a person of a certain age or one who has become 
phlegmatic owing to sedentary work to show great zeal 
and to obtain extraordinary results. 

It is not rare to find in America a young man of twen- 
ty-five directing hundreds of old workers with the great- 
The North American industrial often places 
young men of twenty or twen.y-five where in other coun- 
tries men of forty would be called to the front. 

Moreover, one of the most rational characteristics of 
American specializing of the various 
branches of manuiacture.

Russian Forests. 


A St. Petersburg journal calls attention 
to the steady deforesting of Russia. The 
wealth of forests in European Russia has 
recently decreased materially. While in 
Sweden the forests’ amount 48.6 per 
cent. of the total area of the country, the 
area of forests in the fifty government dis- 
tricts of Russia is ofily 36.7 per cent. and 
in Poland only 21.3 per cent. of the total 
area. The importance of extensive forest 
renovations, therefore, seems evident. The 
forest resources of Furopean Russia are 


not only less than those of Sweden, but 
are even less than those of Austria-~-Hun- 
gary and of the United States. A _ less 
reckless deforesting has become absolutely 
imperative. In Government circles this 
view has obtained for a number of years.—

Swedish Wood Pulp. 


In a report on the trade and commcr-e 


of Stockholm and of the castern ceast oi 


Sweden for the year 1902, British Consul 
Stewart MacGregor mentions that the 
prices quoted for chemical wood pulp, 


especially sulphite, were perhaps the low- 
est on record, largely owing to the influ- 
ence of considerably increased production 
and accumulated stocks. About the end

PAPER.—The feature of the situation in the New York 
market continues to be a shortage in Writings and a feeling 
of uncertainty over the future supply of the papers that 
come under that head. With this exception and an un- 
usual firmness in News the paper market is quiet. Both 
the manufacturing and distributing branches of the indus- 
try are at low ebb, as far as the volume of new business 
is concerned. Practically all the jobbers report trade as 
being very light. Those houses that make a specialty of 
Writings are, of course, somewhat more busy than is 
usually the case at this season. As for mill business, the 
demand the past week has probably been smaller than for 
any week so far this summer. The fact that the regular 
semi-annual dullness is now on accounts for the low state 
of trade. But, notwithstanding the light demand, the 
market is quite firm, with quotations fairly steady for this 
time of year. Writings are very strong because of the 
Holyoke strike. No advances have, however, taken place 
in them. Stocks in Writings are running low, some grades 
being already exhausted. But as other grades are being 
substituted, there has been as yet no suffering because of 
the shortage. There has, though, been considerable in- 
convenience caused by the strike. The difficulty experi- 
enced in placing quick delivery orders with the outside 
Writing mills has been the worst feature of the situation. 
In News paper the market is much stronger than it usually 
is in July. This is not wholly due to the short supply, and 
to the uncertainty caused by the labor troubles. The de- 
mands, the sales agents report, is better than the average 
this year. It is said, however, that some of the smaller 
News mills are accepting current business at from 2.35c. up. 
Ihe quotations on contract business are firm because of 
the uncertainty over the course the labor troubles will take. 
Book papers are only in moderate demand, with prices 
none too strong. The comparatively light demand and the 
surplus of soda pulp have combined to weaken the Book 
market somewhat. Manilas are rather quiet with the 
cheaper grades positively weak because of the poor demand.
